looked and admired. They thougin not of the neh 
herbage that was under their feet, but, witha deep 
drawn mgh, thei necks were lofuly curved, and thew 
eyes widely stretched over the landscape that was be. 
neath us. From this elevated spot the honzon was 
bounded all around ua ly mountain streaks «i blue, 
sottening into azure as they vanished, and they pictur- 
ed vales that imiermediate lay, were decpening into 
green as the eye wasreturming from its roam: 
Beneath us, aad winding through the waving lands 
cape was seen with pecubar eflect, the “Bold dra- 


goons,” marching in beautiful order, furoung a train 
ota mile in length. Raeggage wagons ud.ane 
(engages) helped to lengthen the procession, From 


the pount where we stood, the hae was teen in mm. 
sature, and the undulaung hills over which it wes 
bending its way ve ut the appearance of a huge 
snake gracefully gliding over a mch carpet of green. 

‘This pcturesque country of two hundred miles o- 
ver which on tae passed, belongs to the Creeks 
and Chootawa, and affords one ot the richert and 
moat desuable countnes in the world for agricultu al 
persuits, P 

On the eighth day of our march we met for the first 
time a herd of Buffalo, and being in advance of the 
command, in company wih Gen. Leavenworth, Col. 
Dodge, aod several other vilicers, we all had an op- 
portunity of testing the met! of our horses and our 
own tact at the wild and spriied death. ‘The mspira 
non ot chase teok at once, and alike with the old and 
young; a beautdul plan lay before ua, and we all gave 
spur lorthe onset. Gen. Leavenworth and Col. Dodge 
with the pstola, gallandy and handsomely belabored 
a fat cow, and were in together at the death. T was 
not quite so fortunate in my selection, for the one 
which I saw fit to gallant over the plain alone, of the 
name sex, younger and coy, led me a hard chase, and 
for a long ime disputed my near approach, when at 
length the full epeed of my horse forced us to close 
company, and she desperately assaulted his shoulders 
with her horns. My gun was aimed, but unsung ve 
fire, the muzzle entangled in her maim and was instant. 
ly broken in two in my bands. My pistols were then 
bronglit to bear upon her, and though severely wound 
ed she succeeded in reaching the thicket, and left me 
without “a deed of chivally to boast.” Siice that day 
the Indian hunters in our charge have supphed us a- 
bundantly wih buffalo meat, and report aays that the 
country ahead of ue will afford us comtunual sport and 
an abundant supply. 

We are halung hero fora few days to recruit horses 
and men, alter which the line of march willbe reeam- 
ed, and if the Pawineus are as near to usas we have 
strong reasois to beheve, from chew recent trails and 
fires, it w probable that within a few days we shall 
thrash them or get thrashed, unless, through their se- 
gacity and fear, they elude our search by fly:ng be- 
tore us to their biding places.

We found encamp- 
ed at this place two compames of Infanty trom Fort 

owson, who wall follow in the rear of the Dragoons 
as lar as neces Ty, transporting, with Wagons, sores 
and supplies; and ready, at the same tine, to co-oper 
aie with the Dragoons in case of necessity, General 
Leavenworth wil advance with us from this post, but 
bow tar he may proceed is uncertain, We know not 
exactly the route which we shall take, for coreumstan- 
sos alone must decide that point.

It appears that a sufficieut quantity of gas could not 
be generaicd to carry up Mr. Eiliott and the lady who 
proposed to accompany him, and an effort was then 
made by Mr. E. to start alone, Owing, however, to 
some deficiency in the quality of the gas, or to a want 
of intormation on the part of the @ronaut, the balloon 
would not rise with hos weight, although he divested 
bmeell of hat, shoes, overcoat, ballast, &c. and even 
his instruments.
